CINCSAC  COMMENTS  ON  . . . 


Since  the  advent  of  nuclear  weapons,  no  other 
single  strategic  weapon  system  has  had  a greater 
influence  on  the  balance  of  world  power  than  the 
ICBM.  It  is  the  most  powerful  retaliatory  leg  of  the 
Triad  in  terms  of  SIOP  targeting  and  represents  the 
centerpiece  of  America’s  strategic  deterrent  force. 

With  the  achievement  of  operational  status  by  the 
20th  Minuteman  Squadron  in  April  1967,  the  de- 
velopment of  U.S.  ICBMs  was  completed  and  the 
Strategic  Air  Command  reached  its  full  comple- 
ment of  1,054  missiles.  During  that  same  month, 
SAC  held  the  first  missile  crew  competition  — nick- 
named Curtain  Raiser  — despite  heavy  commit- 
ments on  the  Command  by  the  conflict  in  SEAsia. 
Why  then,  and  why  now,  do  we  have  these  competi- 
tive events? 

The  reasons  for  OLYMPIC  ARENA  competi- 
tions are  many  but  two  deserve  special  comment. 
First,  they  help  build  team  spirit  and  are  a valuable 
learning  experience.  The  long  hours  of  practice  and 
preparation  needed  to  successfully  compete  in  such 
an  event  add  to  the  cohesiveness  and  high  esprit  de 
corps  of  our  missile  units.  In  addition,  the  entire 
Command  benefits  from  the  exchange  of  ideas  and 
experience  that  takes  place  as  each  wing  tries  to 
build  a winning  team. 

The  second  reason  for  this  annual  competition  is 
to  demonstrate  to  allies  and  foes  alike  the  profes-

sional  training  and  skills  of  the  men  and  women 
responsible  for  this  awesome  nuclear  force.  Al- 
though our  potential  adversaries  grow  stronger  with 
each  passing  year,  they  will  never  match  the  dedica- 
tion, initiative,  and  spirit  of  the  people  in  SAC.

Everyone  is  a winner!  Everyone  who 
wears  a missile  badge  can  stand  a little 
bit  taller  each  year  because  of  Olympic 
Arena.  I don’t  make  this  statement  lightly 
— I fully  realize  all  the  hard  work  and  per- 
sonal sacrifice  that  everyone  puts  out  to 
support  this  missile  competition.  Believe 
me,  it  is  worth  the  investment. 


As  I travel  throughout  the  missile  force, 
I am  continuously  impressed  by  our  crews, 
maintenance,  and  support  personnel.  I see 
bright  young  dedicated  people  who  man- 
age an  important  part  of  our  deterrent 
forces.  As  I talk  to  missileers,  I sense  an 
almost  universal  desire  for  recognition.  I 
don’t  mean  recognition  in  the  egotistical 
sense,  rather  they  advocate  an  appreciation 
for  how  important  the  ICBM  is  to  our  na- 
tional defense  posture.

Since  1967, 
when  the  first  competition  was  held  at  Van- 
denberg,  Olympic  Arena  has  become  a 
Command  tradition  identified  with  excel- 
lence, and  demonstrates  the  credibility  of  a 
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part  of  a powerful  and  dynamic  deterrent 
force.  Additionally,  the  competition  re- 
news public  interest  and  awareness  of  the 
role  ICBMs  play  in  maintaining  peace. 
Therefore,  Olympic  Arena  is  for  everyone 
— and  the  tradition  of  excellence  associat- 
ed with  the  competition  has  been  justly 
earned  and  is  shared  by  all  missile  people. 

A key  point  to  remember  is  that  the 
wing’s  total  team  effort  will  determine  the 
top  winner.  The  competition  is  tough  and 
the  overall  results  may  hinge  on  the 
achievements  of  a single  exercise.  Last  year 
only  27  points  separated  the  Blanchard 
winner  from  the  first  runner-up.

T he  91st  Strategic  Missile  Wing,  Minot  AFB, 

won  their  Blanchard  Trophy  last  year  for  the 
first  time  and  this  year  the  23-member  team  is  going 
all  out  to  accomplish  what  no  other  wing  has  been 
able  to  do  — bring  home  the  Blanchard  two  years  in 
a row. 

In  1978  in  addition  to  the  Blanchard,  the  wing 
also  captured  the  Best  Operations,  Best  Operations 
Crew,  Best  Electro-mechanical  Team,  Best  Minute- 
man  Security  Police,  and  Best  Minuteman  Com- 
munications in  SAC.  Team  members  are  out  to 
repeat  in  all  these  areas,  and  more,  some  for  the 
third  year  in  a row. 

Capt  Terrence  G.  Crossey,  Crew  S-125  missile 
combat  crew  commander  and  his  deputy,  ILt  Ste- 
phen G.  Proctor  will  be  competing  in  OA  for  the 
first  time,  but  Lt  Proctor  participated  in  an  opera- 
tional test  in  August  1977.

He  will  be  assisted  by  ILt  Donald  R.  Jozayt, 
DMCCC.  Lt  Jozayt  also  participated  in  a simulated 
electronic  launch-Minuteman  test  at  Minot  last  Oc- 
tober. 

The  two  crews  will  be  gunning  to  retain  the  title  of 
Best  Operations  in  SAC  for  the  91st.  Supporting 
them  in  the  competition  are  members  of  the  91st 
Field  Missile  Maintenance  Squadron,  91st  Organi- 
zational Missile  Maintenance  Squadron,  91st  Civil 
Engineers  Squadron,  5th  Munitions  Maintenance 
Squadron  and  2150th  Communications  Squadron 
(Best  Communications  Squadron  in  SAC  Com- 
munications Area  for  1978). 

The  Power  Electric  Team  is  composed  of  A1C

The  five-member  Missile  Maintenance  Team  has 
a combined  total  of  19  years’  experience  with  one 
member  having  participated  in  an  operational  test 
launch  at  Vandenberg  in  1977.  Heading  the  team  is 
SSgt  David  A.  Rochrig,  a veteran  of  over  nine  years 
in  the  Air  Force,  all  in  SAC.  Assisting  him  will  be 
SSgt  John  E.  Bolding;  A1C  Jeffrey  D.  Hill;  A1C 
Michael  C.  Powell;  and  the  only  woman  on  the 
wing’s  team,  A1C  Jerilynn  Ettell. 

The  three  members  of  the  91st  Missile  Security 
Squadron  are  out  to  defend  the  Best  Minuteman 
Security  Police  Team  title  won  by  the  wing  the  last 
two  years.  Serving  as  the  team’s  flight  security  con- 
troller this  year  is  SSgt  Donald  O.  Cliett.  SrA  Stev- 
en K.  Huntington  is  the  Armed  Response  Team 
leader  and  the  third  member  of  the  team  is  A 1C 
Paul  A.  Halvorsen. 

Representing  the  wing  from  the  91st  CES  will  be 
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Whiteman  Will  Shine  in  79  is  a motto  which  rep- 
resents the  optimism  and  determination  of  the 
members  of  the  351st  Strategic  Missile  Wing  as  they 
set  out  to  win  the  coveted  Blanchard  Trophy  at 
Olympic  Arena  and  take  it  back  home  to  White- 
man.  They  currently  hold  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  three-time  winner  of  the  competition.  Their 
victories  were  in  1967,  1971  and  1977. 

Lt  Col  Bob  Ceruti,  wing  project  officer,  indicates 
that  the  35 1 st  competitors  were  selected  after  exten- 
sive tryouts  and  challenges  to  insure  that  everyone 
was  given  a chance  to  compete  and  that  only  the  best 
would  represent  Whiteman.  The  team  accom- 
plished a full  scale  training  effort  composed  of  many 
long  and  intensive  hours  to  insure  their  readiness. 

The  35 1 st  competitors  recognize  that  a significant 
asset  in  their  quest  for  the  Trophy  comes  from  the 
support  of  the  people  from  Whiteman.  In  that  re- 
gard, TSgt  Eucalyptus  T.  Stump,  Whiteman’s  cele- 
brated mascot,  is  the  catalyst  in  the  base  support 
and  helps  generate  the  enthusiasm  that  is  going  to 
stump  all  the  other  wings  at  OA  ’79. 

“Whiteman’s  team  is  a group  of  highly  deter- 
mined, motivated  and  talented  competitors,”  said 
Col  Ceruti  and  we  are  going  to  put  some  scores  on 
the  board  that  will  make  for  a real  competition. 

Major  Gary  Neighbors,  operations  project  offic- 
er, stated  that  both  operations  crews  possess  two 
very  important  assets,  youth  and  enthusiasm. 
“These  young  guys  will  be  able  to  handle  the  compe- 
tition and  cope  with  the  pressures.”  He  said  the 
teams  were  selected  only  after  more  than  half  of  the 
crew  force  tried  out.  Operations,  he  added,  is  fortu- 
nate to  have  strong  organizational  support  and  a 
strong  training  program. 

Capt  Marty  Klena,  the  training  crew  commander, 
is  extremely  optimistic  about  the  competitive  poten- 
tial of  operations  crews:  1 Lts  Gerry  McFarland  and 
John  Moore,  and  Capt  Phil  Loebach  and  his  deputy 
Lt  Steve  Slate.  Each  individual’s  strengths  have 
been  carefully  matched  so  that  they  complement 
their  crew  partner  and  together  present  a formida- 
ble team. 

The  Maintenance  Team  also  plans  to  outshine  all 
of  their  counterparts  at  OA  ’79;  project  officer  Capt 
David  Leighninger  said,  “This  year,  we  have  one  of 
the  strongest  and  most  enthusiastic  maintenance 
contingents  ever  fielded  by  the  351st  SMW.  With 
these  people,  we’ll  ride  to  the  top.” 

The  maintenance  contingent  will  consist  of  four 
teams:  the  Missile  Maintenance  Team  (MMT),  will 
feature  team  chief  Sgt  Bill  Skotta  and  his  assistants

SAC  TANKERS  MOVE  F-15s  TO  SAUDI  ARABIA.  During  January  a number  of  tanker  squadrons 
were  notified  of  an  immediate  requirement  to  provide  air  refueling  support  for  a squadron  sized  unit 
move  of  F-l  5s  to  Saudi  Arabia.  On  very  short  notice,  all  participants  were  processed  through  personnel, 
finance,  and  shot  lines  and  then  deployed  to  Pease  AFB,  the  initial  tanker  task  force  operating  location. 
Within  days  a sizeable  force  of  SAC  ops,  maintenance,  and  support  personnel  had  moved  forward  to 
Lajes  AB  in  the  Azores  on  the  first  leg  of  the  deployment.  From  there,  elements  of  the  tanker  task  force 
went  on  to  Athens,  Greece,  and  Dhahran,  Saudi  Arabia.  Eighteen  fighter  aircraft  were  moved  initially 
to  Lajes  and,  of  that  group,  12  were  scheduled  for  the  final  hop  from  Lajes  into  Saudi  Arabia,  with  six  of 
them  going  to  Riyadh,  the  capital  city,  and  the  other  six  destined  for  Khamis  Mushait,  a military  base 
near  the  Red  Sea  coast  south  of  Jeddah.  On  the  23rd  of  January,  after  an  extensive  goodwill  demonstra- 
tion tour,  the  F-l 5s  began  their  return  to  Langley  AFB  VA.  Tanker  support  was  provided  from  Dhah- 
ran, Saudi  Arabia;  Hellenikon  AB,  Greece;  Zaragoza  AB,  Spain;  and  Lajes  AB,  Azores.  The  F-l 5s 
made  enroute  stops  at  Khartoum,  Sudan;  Torrejon  AB,  Spain;  Kinetra  AB,  Morocco;  and  Montijo  AB, 
Portugal.  Overall,  SAC  tankers  provided  53  refueling  sorties  for  168  F-l 5 refuelings  — all  without  a 
hitch  (Major  Edward  T.  Carvey,  DOOK) 

BULLET  BLITZ.  The  ninth  SRAM  live  launch  in  the  current  series  of  BULLET  BLITZ  testing  will  be 
conducted  on  24  Apr  79  by  the  320  BMW,  Mather  AFB  CA.  Launched  from  a B-52,  the  missile  will  be 
programmed  to  fly  a semiballistic  profile  to  the  target  located  on  the  White  Sands  Missile  Range  NM. 
The  SRAM  will  be  configured  with  an  Operational  Test  Launch  payload  containing  a beacon  trans- 
ponder to  permit  missile  tracking  by  ground  radar,  a telemetry  package  for  transmission  of  missile 
performance  data,  and  a Command/ Destruct  capability  for  range  safety  purposes.  (Col  Kenneth  E.

CERTAIN  SENTINEL.  On  29  and  30  Jan,  four  B-52Ds,  one  KC-135,  aircrews,  support  personnel  and 
required  equipment  from  the  22  BMW,  March  AFB  CA,  departed  sunny  California  for  the  cold  and 
snow  covered  runways  of  Loring  AFB  ME.  This  small  scale  deployment  to  a CONUS  forward  operating 
base  was  in  preparation  for  participation  in  U.S.  Army  VII  Corps  field  training  exercise,  CERTAIN 
SENTINEL,  conducted  in  the  Central  Region  of  Germany.  On  31  Jan,  three  B-52Ds  launched  from 
Loring  AFB  on  a 16'/2-hour  mission.  Approximately  seven  hours  after  takeoff,  the  bombers  were 
conducting  high  altitude  simulated  conventional  bombing  attacks  against  targets  in  central  Germany. 
The  aircraft  launched  with  targeting  information  to  attack  preplanned  targets;  however,  while  enroute, 
air  target  changes  were  provided  to  the  airborne  crews.  This  permitted  the  B-52s  to  respond  expeditious- 
ly to  target  requests,  thus  providing  the  capability  to  attack  time-sensitive  targets.  Two  simulated 
conventional  bombing  attacks  were  accomplished  in  support  of  U.S.  Army  VII  Corps.  A small  SAC 
planning  team  was  positioned  at  ATOC  Sembach,  Germany  to  coordinate  SAC’s  participation.  The 
capability  to  attack  time-sensitive  targets  added  a new  dimension  to  the  employment  of  SAC  strategic 
aircraft  and  provided  realistic  training  for  all  exercise  participants.  After  the  simulated  release,  the 
aircraft  returned  to  Loring  AFB.  A similar  mission  was  flown  on  2 Feb  79.  Air  refuelng  support  for  both 
missions  was  provided  by  KC-135s  from  Loring  AFB  and  RAF  Mildenhall.  Participation  in  Certain 
Sentinel  not  only  demonstrated  the  mobility  capability  of  a SAC  unit,  but  the  missions  flown  in  support 
of  this  exercise  demonstrated  that  the  B-52  continues  to  be  a viable  weapon  system  and  can  provide  a 
unique  and  significant  contribution  to  the  conventional  war  effort  in  Europe.  (Lt  Col  Richard  B.

GIANT  MATCH  II.  An  evaluation  of  B-52/ KC-135  Quick  Start  capability  was  conducted  at  Wurt- 
smith  AFB  Ml,  from  31  Jan  through  2 Feb  79.  Three  B-52G  and  three  KC-135  aircrews  participated  in 
the  exercise.  GIANT  MATCH  II  was  conducted  to  evaluate  procedures  which  could  reduce  alert  force 
response  timing.  In  addition  to  Quick  Start,  roll-over  aircraft  chocks  and  ground  crew/aircrew  pro- 
cedures were  studied.  (Lt  Col  Richard  J.  Studinka,  DOOV)

BUSY  LUGGAGE.  The  7 BMW  will  conduct  a Busy  Luggage  flight  test  mission  on  18  Apr  79.  During 
the  mission,  the  second  of  six  missions  planned  for  the  CY  79  program,  two  inert  test  weapons  will  be 
released  from  high  altitude  on  the  Tonopah  Test  Range,  Nevada.  Additionally,  two  parachute  test  units 
will  be  released  from  low  altitude  in  support  of  the  retardation-device  test  program.  BUSY  LUGGAGE, 
the  exercise  term  for  SAC  participation  in  the  Air  Force/  Department  of  Energy  (DOE)  Joint  Flight  Test 
Program,  is  designed  to  verify  the  capability  of  SAC’s  weapon  systems  to  function  in  a variety  of 
stockpile-to-target  environments.  Tests  also  verify  the  continuing  compatibility  between  DOE  and 
DOD  subsystems.  (Col  Kenneth  E.  Crooks,  DOOV)

in  peacetime  what  you  will  do  in  wartime”  is  valid  guidance.  If  you  do  not  feel  comfortable  when  you 
review  your  EWO  CFP,  maybe  you  should  be  using  CFPs  more  frequently  on  daily  training  missions, 
ORIs,  etc.  Think  about  it!

AIR  REFUELING  PART  TASK  TRAINERS.  The  KC-135  Boom  Operator  Part  Task  Trainer 
(BOPTT)  completes  Initial  Operational  Test  and  Evaluation  (IOT&E)  31  Mar  79,  at  Castle  AFB  CA. 
Training  of  boom  operators  is  to  begin  1 Apr  79.  The  BOPTT  provides  simulation  of  the  air  refueling 
environment  for  new  boom  operators.  Through  its  visual  display,  the  BOPTT  provides  refueling  train- 
ing capability  with  B-52,  C-5,  F-4,  and  F-l  1 1 aircraft  in  a ground  based  environment.  Test  results  have 
shown  increased  training  capabilities  in  communications  procedures  as  well  as  air  refueling  procedures. 
The  B-52  Air  Refueling  Part  Task  Trainer  (ARPTT)  begins  IOT&E  1 Apr  79.  The  ARPTT  provides  air 
refueling  training  for  B-52  pilots.  Utilizing  a six-degree-of-freedom  motion  system  and  a camera  model 
visual  system,  the  ARPTT  will  allow  ground  based  refueling  training  for  pilots  with  the  KC-135. 
Incorporated  into  the  device  are  both  normal  and  emergency  refueling  procedures  training.  Completion 
of  IOT&E  for  the  ARPTT  is  projected  for  Jan  80.  (Capt  Ronald  R.  Handley,  DOTP) 

FIRST  TEAM.  The  FIRST  TEAM  program  provides  officer  combat  crew  members  an  opportunity  to 
visit  SAC  Headquarters  for  three  days  of  briefings  and  discussions  with  the  SAC  staff.  Six  programs, 
each  consisting  of  45  officers,  have  been  approved  for  1979.  The  schedule  has  been  designed  so  that  each 
CONUS  aircraft  and  missile  unit  will  participate  in  one  program  during  the  year.  NAF  project  officers 
will  inform  units  selected  to  participate  in  one  program  during  the  year.  NAF  project  officers  will  inform 
units  selected  to  participate  approximately  one  month  prior  to  the  visit  dates.  Questions  concerning  the 
program  may  be  directed  to  the  SAC  project  officer.

COMMANDERS/STAFF  PERSONNEL  ALERT  DUTY.  Recent  changes  to  SACR  55-43,  “Alert 
Procedures,”  and  SACR  55-66,  Vol  I,  “ICBM  Operations,”  permit  wing,  squadron  and  sector  com- 
manders, operations  officers,  and  other  qualified  staff  personnel  to  perform  alert  duty.  These  personnel 
must  be  current  and  qualified  in  the  weapon  system,  and  must  be  certified  EWO  capable  before  pulling 
alert.

1 CEVG  NO-NOTICE  EVALUATIONS.  The  1 CEVG  no-notice  evaluation  interval  between  unit  visits 
will  average  about  1 2 months.  A recent  change  has  increased  the  maximum  interval  between  visits  to  1 8 
months.  This  will  reduce  the  number  of  overall  evaluations  previously  experienced  by  aircrew  members.

Recently,  SAC  was  named  the  recipient  of  two  of 
the  top  USAF  Safety  Awards  for  1978.  On  Feb- 
ruary 9,  General  Richard  H.  Ellis,  commander  in 
chief,  SAC,  received  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force 
Safety  Award.  This  is  the  highest  award  in  the  Air 
Force  Safety  Awards  Program  and  is  presented  to 
the  MAJCOM  that  has  the  most  effective  safety 
program  in  all  safety  functional  areas. 

SAC  will  also  be  the  recipient  of  the  Major  Gen- 
eral Benjamin  D.  Foulois  Memorial  Award  for 
1978.

COM with  the  most  effective  flight  safety  program. 
The  award  ceremony  will  be  on  June  16,  at  the 
Order’s  annual  convention  in  Dayton,  Ohio.

SAC  is  involved  in  many  varied  programs  to  en- 
hance its  posture  in  national  defense  and  safety 
plays  a dominant  role  in  each  endeavor.  Director  of 
Safety,  SAC,  Col  Burr  V.  Miller,  Jr.,  stated  “The 
achievements  that  led  to  the  selection  for  these 
awards  are  a testimony  to  the  high  standards  of 
professional  discipline  and  supervision  that  are  ex- 
emplified throughout  the  command  on  a daily  basis. 
We  have  proved  the  SAC  way  is  the  professional 
and  safe  way.  Let’s  not  compromise  these  stand- 
ards.” 


In  expressing  his  pleasure  about  SAC  winning  the 
General  Foulois  Memorial  Award,  Maj  Joseph  E. 
Hamblin,  SAC  Chief  of  Flying  Safety  Division, 
stated  “SAC’s  1978  Class  A flying  safety  rate  was 
the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  command.  The  loss 
of  a SAC  B-52D  at  March  AFB  was  the  sole  Class  A 
mishap  reported  during  the  year.  The  year-end  rate 
was  0.27,  based  on  mishaps  per  100,000  flying 
hours.  The  command  amassed  over  360,000  hours 
of  flying  time  during  the  1978  calendar  year. 

“The  Major  General  Benjamin  D.  Foulois  Me- 
morial Award  which  will  be  presented  to  SAC  this 
year  is  an  honor  won  through  the  efforts  of  every 
person  in  SAC  who  is  involved  in  any  way  with 
flying.  Without  the  total  support  of  everyone  — 
from  the  individual  units  to  SAC  Headquarters  — 
we  could  not  have  accomplished  this  outstanding 
1978  rate.” 

The  General  Foulois  Memorial  Award  was  first 
given  in  1938  as  the  Daedalian  Flight  Safety  Award 
to  the  19th  Bombardment  Group.  In  1969,  the  name 
was  changed  in  memory  of  General  Foulois.  SAC 
retained  the  award  for  the  following  years:  1951, 
1952,  1959,  1964,  1970  and  1973.

DROPPED  HOISTING  ADAPTER.  Following 
removal  of  the  reentry  vehicle  from  the  missile,  an 
MMT  team  prepared  to  remove  the  Guidance  and 
Control  (G&C)  unit.  Topside  team  members  were 
posiiioning  the  G&C  hoisting  adapter  with  a four- 
foot  extension  to  the  G&C  van  hoist.  This  was  being 
done  over  the  open  floor  plates  of  the  RV  van.  The 
extension  tangled  in  the  safety  barrier  ropes  and  the 
G&C  hoisting  adapter  slipped  from  the  positive 


connection  under  the  safety  latch.  Falling  20  feet,  it 
landed  on  top  of  the  G&C  unit,  bounced  near  the 
workcage  technician,  and  was  caught  by  him  to 
prevent  further  damage  to  the  missile. 

Missiles  at  launch  facilities  have  the  improved 
launch  control  system  (ILCS)  modification  set 
lower  in  the  silo,  necessitating  a four-foot  extension 
to  the  hoisting  adapter  to  facilitate  G&C  unit  re- 
moval. Because  of  this  extra  length,  caution  must  be 
exercised  when  attaching  the  G&C  adapter  and  ex- 
tension to  the  van  hoist.  A check  of  the  hoist  safety 
latch  prior  to  mating/ demating  is  advised. 

TITAN  DIESEL  GENERATOR  FIRE.  A Titan 
complex  was  operating  on  stand-by  power.  The 
crew  noted  “Fire  in  Diesel  Area”  flashing  on  the 
launch  control  center  facilities  console.  The  crew 
took  corrective  action  in  accordance  with  their  fire 
manual  corrective  action  checklist  and  switched 
back  to  normal  power  and  shut  the  diesel  down. 
Crewmembers  proceeded  to  the  silo  to  assess  the 
situation.  Arriving  at  the  silo  equipment  area  level 
3,  they  saw  smoke  coming  from  the  diesel  generator. 
There  was  evidence  of  a fire  in  the  generator  but  no 
flames  were  visible.  Later  investigation  revealed  a 
fault  had  developed  in  the  insulation  between  the 
phase  windings  on  the  bearing  end  of  the  generator. 
The  exposed  ends  of  the  windings  on  the  bearing 
end  of  the  generator  were  burned  and  melted.  The 
prompt  corrective  actions  taken  by  the  combat  crew 
probably  precluded  more  costly  damage  to  other 
equipment  in  the  silo  area.  When  well-trained  per- 
sonnel use  prescribed  procedures,  mishaps  are  pre- 
vented and  losses  from  material  failures  can  be  min- 
imized. 

DROPPED  BATTERY  CHARGER.  A two  per- 
son electro-mechanical  team  trouble-shooting  a 
power  problem  at  a launch  facility  determined  that 
the  battery  charger  needed  replacing.  The  team  pro- 
ceeded to  prepare  the  maintenance  equipment  trail- 
er electrical  hoist  for  lowering  the  battery  charger. 
However,  the  dust  cap  for  the  power  cable  could  not 
be  removed.  The  team  then  elected  to  lower  by  hand 
the  260-pound  battery  charger  using  a one-half  inch 
manila  rope.  Approximately  half  way  down  the  per- 
sonnel access  shaft,  the  rope  broke  and  the  charger 
fell  ten  feet  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft.  The  rope  was 
rated  to  support  over  2500  pounds  but  did  not;  an 
investigation  revealed  oil  and  moisture  stains  which 
obviously  had  weakened  the  fibers.  Tech  data  re- 
quires the  use  of  a hoist  to  raise  and  lower  the  bat- 
tery charger. Additionally,  tech  data  states  that  a 
hoist  will  be  used  for  any  load  greater  than  65 
pounds.  The  team  did  not  notify  job  control  and 
terminate  the  task  when  they  encountered  problems 
with  the  MET  hoist;  instead,  they  chose  to  deviate 
from  established  procedures,  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
an  expensive  piece  of  missile  support  equipment. 
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Individuals  selected  for  these  pages  as  SAC's  top  professional  performers 
of  the  month  are  chosen  from  nominations  made  by  all  SAC  units.

FLYING  CREW 

Crew  R-104,  307  Air  Refueling  Group,  Travis  AFB,  is  named  SAC  Flying  Crew  of  the  Month.  Members 
include  Capt  Wolfgang  E.  K.  Gesch,  pilot;  lLt  Brian  M.  Barnes,  copilot;  lLt  Jay  D.  D.  Kleven,  navigator; 
and  MSgt  Raymond  D.  Miller,  boom  operator. 

The  crew  was  performing  strip  alert  at  Eielson  AFB,  when  a Navy  P-3  Orion  ditched  in  the  icy  waters  west 
of  Shemya,  Alaska.  An  RC-135  performing  coordinating  rescue  operations  over  the  surviving  crewmembers 
of  the  P-3  was  becoming  low  on  fuel.  Crew  R-104  was  directed  to  start  engines  and  prepare  to  fly  an 
unplanned  mission  to  a position  over  Shemya  AB  where  they  would  coordinate  a refueling  with  the  RC-135. 
After  the  engines  were  started  and  allowed  to  warm  up  the  crew  was  unable  to  get  the  number  three  generator 
tied  to  the  other  two  due  to  high  voltage,  but  they  were  directed  by  the  DCO  to  launch  if  the  aircraft 
commander  deemed  it  safe.  After  analyzing  the  situation  and  the  importance  of  the  mission,  Capt  Gesch 
elected  to  launch.  Enroute  to  the  refueling,  Capt  Gesh  was  forced  to  trip  the  number  three  generator  off  the 
line.  The  crew  obtained  forecast  weather  for  their  return  and  decided  they  could  offload  35,000  pounds  of 
fuel  and  arrive  at  their  only  possible  alternate  — Fairchild  AFB.  The  crew  then  coordinated  with  the  RC-135 
for  a bootleg  rendezvous  and  refueling  over  Shemya.  Later,  although  he  offloaded  35,000  pounds  of  fuel, 
Capt  Gesch  informed  the  RC-135  that  he  was  prepared  to  offload  more  fuel  and  land  in  the  hazardous 
runway  environment  at  Shemya  AB,  if  necessary.  The  RC-135  informed  him  that  the  additional  fuel  was  not 
necessary  and  Capt  Gesch  returned  to  Eielson. 

A letter  from  General  Ellis  congratulated  and  personally  thanked  Crew  R-104  for  their  efforts.  “Without 
the  professionalism,  dedication,  and  true  humanitarian  effort  displayed  by  Capt  Gesch  and  his  crew,  the 
rescue  of  the  downed  P-3  survivors  would  have  been  severely  hampered.”
